WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (UB).— 
United States bombers have heavily 
blasted the Japanese submarine 
base on Kiska Island in the Aleu- 
tians, setting off violent explosions, 
and at the other end of the Pacific 
front have smashed again at enemy 
bases and shipping in the Solomons. 

The attack on Kiska, second in 
three days, was carried out Sunday. 
The American bombers were escort- 
ed by fighter planes, a Navy com- 
munique said, and executed “a 
heavy, coordinated attack.” 

“Hits were scored and heavy ex- 
plosions were observed in the vi- 
cinity of the submarine base,” the 
Navy said, “Camp areas and build- 
ings were bombed and strafed. All 
U. S. planes returned.” 


On Dec. 17, Army Consolidated 
B-24 heavy bombers had left several 
fires burning after blasting shore 
installations on the enemy’s north- 
ernmost outpost. 


In the Solomons, Army Flying 
Fortresses on Monday (island time), 
attacked two Japanese cargo ships 
off the southern end of Bougain- 
ville Island, northwest of Guadal- 
canal, and scored one direct hit 
and several near hits. One enemy 
ship was settling by the stern when 
last seen, 

This attack brought Japanese ship 
casualties in the Solomons to 143—

Recent events in the school sys-

Day after day I saw thousands 
of Rumanians, weird apparitions in 
green with cone-shaped fur caps 
drawn over their eyes. They 
marched four abreast in ps of 
several hundred. They sett sur- 
vivors of the biggest rout the 
Rumanians ever suffered. Thous- 
ands of others lay dead in the 
snowdrifts and ravines, prey to 
carrion crows and wildcats. 

The Rumanians to a man had 
a tale of woe and misery to tell. 
Proclaiming open hostility between 
themselves and the Germans, their 
first complaint ‘usually concerned 
mistreatment by the Nazis. 

They said they were given only 
crumbs from the German mess and 
used as cannon fodder while 
Hitler despoiled Rumania. 

SUSPICIOUS PROTESTS 


But their loud protests of a lack 
of animosity toward the Russians 
sounded suspicious against the 
background of their conauct be- 
fore surrender. The villages they 
occupied along the Don bend pre- 
sented the same picture of ruin and 
desolation as those held by the 
Germans or Italians. Every peasant 
hut and barnyard had been stripped 
bare. 

On the other hand, the Rumanian 
prisoners are fed by the Red Army 
at feeding points at regular inter- 
vals where they receive the same 
rations as Soviet soldiers. 

I asked a peasant woman who 
hac lost two sons at the front and 
whose daughter had been taken off 
to Germany why she was feeding 
two Rumanians who entered her 


house. 

“It is not their fault,” she replied, 
“Only one man is responsible for 
our misfortunes, and that is Hitler. 
These are human beings.”

Unsettled WLB 
Cases Continue 
To Pile Up 


(Daily Worker Washington Bureau) 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 22.— 
Labor leaders here are pressing for 
a series of wage on con- 
ferences throughout the country 
which could result in area-wide 
and industry-wide collective wage. 


It is believed in labor circles 
here that setting of standards for 
industries and areas with re- 


ot all kinds up to Nov. 30, but set- 
tied only 396—leaving more than 
1,700 cases unsettled. 


ONE THIRD SETTLED 


Of these cases, 918 involved dis- 
putes with employers. And of this 
category, only 330 were disposed of. 

Out of 824 requests for voluntary 
wee? increases, the board disposed 
only of 39. 

During November, the board re- 
ceived 225 dispute cases but dis- 
posed only of 40. 

WLB officials told the Daily 
Worker that in the first two weeks 
of December the board had dis- 
posed of 70 cases. They did not, 
however, divulge the number of 
cases received by the board. 

While the December record marks 
a definite improvement over Novem- 
ber, it is clear that far more than 
70 cases were received and that 
the backlog is still piling up. 

The effect is impairment of 
morale and sporadic work stoppages 
when. legitimate grievances and 
wage adjustments are not taken 
care of in anything approaching 9 
reasonable period. 


IMMEDIATE CERTIFICATION 


Immediate certification of dis- 
putes to WLB is one step which 
will help a good deal. At present, 
months are wasted during the pre- 
liminary stages before, a case 
reaches WLB. 

Decentralization of WLB ma- 
chinery so that the load on the 
board in Washington will be eased 
is considered one of the most 
fundamental steps needed. 

This can be done in part by 
strengthening the regional offices of 
the WLB which have so far been 
extremely slow in handling volun- 
tary wage agreements. 

Perhaps most important of all 
in this direction is industry-widé 
‘Stabilization of wages through 
agreements between labor and man- 
agement under the auspices of the 
board.

“Eating for Victory” is not 
merely a catch phrase, says Miss 
Margery Vaughn of the Nutrition 
Division of the Office of Defense 
Health and Welfare Services, 
Washington, D. C. 

The recent Victory Luncheon, 
sponsored by the National Coun- 
cil of Women, and given in New 
York, illustrates the pojpt, says 
Miss Vaughn. The luncheon was 
planned to prove that omen can 
turn a practical eye upon avail- 
able and abundant foods and 
build: menus that incorporate 
sound nutrition principles into 
three good meals a day. 

Food for the Victory Luncheon 
cost 24 cents per person as bought 
on the New York market. The 
guests were served Danish kale 
soup, chili soy beans, cabbage 
salad with meat sprouts, rolls 
made from enriched white flour, 
whole-wheat apple scallop and 
coffee or milk. 

Four factors were considered in 
planning this particular Victory 
Luncheon menu, according to 
Lucy R. Mulligan, president of 
the National Council of Women. 
Helping the boys, by using foods 
which are plentiful and not 
needed by the Army or Navy. 
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FOODS: 
meat alternate, since we are all 
being asked to save meat for the 
fighting forces. Soy beans have a 
high protein content and can be 
bought for eight to ten cents a 
pound on the New York market. 

The Nutrition Committee of 
Greater New York helped in 
planning the menu, with the ap- 
proval of the New York Depart- 
ments in the choice of fresh foods 
available. 

Luncheons or dinners like this 
one served In New York can be 
given in other localities to aid in 
the war effort, with menus 
adapted to local fodd supplies. 
Help in planning menus adapted 
to local food supplies can prob- 
ably be obtained from your own 
nutrition committee, the Red 
Cross, Department of Agriculture, 
home economics departments of 
Schools or colleges. 

In case you would like to aadpt 
them to foods available in your 
locality, two recipes for dishes 
served at the luncheon are given.

U.S.-Italian Furriers Spread 
Milan Liberation Manifesto 


The manifesto of the united Italian underground move- 
ment urging an immediate break with the Axis has been 
endorsed by the Italian American Victory Committee of the 
Fur Dyers and Dressers Joint Board, CIO. 


The manifesto, adopted at a Milan conference attended 
by Liberals, Catholics, Democrats, 


Republicans, Socialists, Communists 
and certain members of the fascist 
Opposition, proposed a seven-point 
program for the Italian people. 

The CIO union committee ex- 

pressed wholehearted endorsement 
of the program and urged wide- 
spread distribution of the mani- 
festo. The declaration of principles 
appeared in full in the Dec. 20 issue 
of The Worker. : 
It urged an immediate break with 
the Axis, the recall of all troops, 
an immediate armistice, a halt to 
supplying the Axis with provisions 
and troops, the end of war taxes, 
the abolition of the racial legisla- 
tion and restoration of constitu- 
tional guarantees.

Argentine Cops Remove Them 


By MIKE GOLD 


A friend of mine, cable editor on a big New York 
journal, showed me a recent dispatch (Dec. 18), from the 
Argentine which never found its way into our press. It 
contained important news, and true. Yet, it was danger- 

ously democratic and anti-Nazi news. 


In that vast Argentine where Nazi agents practically run the 
government, there was held last week a mass meeting of 30,000 work- 
ers at Luna Park, in Buenos Aires. 


The Argentine police claimed this was a Communist rally and 
at first were hot to forbid it. But public pressure forced them to 
permit the workers to proceed with the great demonstration. 


The police, however, satisfied themselves by appearing once dur- 
ing the course of the meeting. They removed large inflammatory 
portraits of the Communist leaders, Joseph Stalin, Winston Churchill 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


No true blooded Argentine, said the police, could gaze with calm 
upon these repulsive faces of Jewish-Masonic agitators and aliens. The 
portraits must be removed in order to avert an attack upon the plat- 
form where they were so brashly exhibited. 


But as police ripped down the portraits of the Jewish-Commu- 
nist-Masonic-Catholic- Communist aliens who were plotting to destroy 
the home and the church in La Argentina, the crowd of 30,000 native 
workers tooed the cops, called them foul names and fired straw hats, 
seat cushions, old galoshes and numerous pickles at them. 


Why? It was because the 30,000 workers had beer bribed by Wash- 
ington gold. It was all a foreign plot, and confirmation of this was 
discovered by the Westbrook Peglers and Isaac Don Levines of the 
Argentine in the fact that numerous spiteful alien agitators were 
present: such aS Norman Armour, Talmudic Bolshevik who at present 
18 disguised as United States Ambassador to the Argentine. Other 
Masonic-Catholic-Jews plotting at the scene were R. H. Hadow, Brit- 
ish Charge d’Affaires and the Mexican Ambassador, Senor Octavio 
Reyes Spindola, whose real name is, of course, Cohen. 


“The crowd cheered at the mention of the names of United Na- 
tions military leaders such as Generals Montgomery, MacArthur and 
Alexander,” says the dispatch, “but the greatest ovation was given 
to the name of Timoshenko.”

Arthur, is-sufficient proof that this hemisphere has been inyaded by 
the Kuomintang and 287 International, se a by British gold.

What 
is so wrong with our dying for them?” 

One of the main speakers was Deputy Jose Aguirre Camara, a 
member of the National Democratic Party of President Ramon Cas- 
tillo.

Camara, his party follower, split with him, and said, “We Argentines 
are through with the opportunism and impotence of a false neutrality. 
The most reactionary classes of our country, under a. smoke screen of 
pacifism, are preparing the country for the Nazi ‘new order.’ Happily, 
events on the battlefields do not sustain them.” 

This Deputy paid tribute to Roctevelt's leadership of world de- 
mocracy. “Roosevelt was the first to assert the elemental principle 
that danger does not disappear when we hide our heads under the 
bedcovers.”

Labor Can Preserve OPA

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22. 


EWSPAPERMEN were 

around the OWI last Thursday 
night waiting for the official an- 
nouncement that gas ration cards 
would be suspended. 

While they were waiting, officials 
representing OPA and the Office of 
Petroleum Coordinator Harold 
Ickes were making a futile attempt 
to agree on the wording of the an- 
nounvement. The real reason for 
the difference between the two 
agencies is not generally known. 

Deputy Petroleum Coordinator 
Ralph K. Davies wanted a bald 
statement to the effeet that ration 
cards were being suspended. He op- 
posed any explanation of why it 
was done. 

Deputy OPA Administrator 
Robert W. Horton wanted the 
statement to give the people the 
facts, to tell them that the gas was 
needed for our troops in North 
Africa, He felt that they would 
willingly make the sacrifice if they 
knew the real reason. 

Horton was obviously right. And 
the next morning at his press con- 
ference the President explained the 
military necessity that dictated 
suspension of the ration cards. 

But that Thursday night Horton 
and Davies were deadlocked. The 
expected announcement was de- 
layed for at least 12 hours, And 
confusion was multiplied. 

* * * 

12 IS only the most recent 

and striking example of a gen- 
eral situation which is not gen- 
erally understood: That divided and 
overlapping authority is one of the 
important factors that has held up 
an effective, over-all rationing pro- 


gram. 

OPA’s authority to ration is dele- 
gated to it by WPB Chairman Don- 
ald Nelson. OPA is not the policy- 
making body as far as rationing is 
concerned. It is only the operat- 
ing agency. 

Policy is to a considerable extent 
mapped at WPB where many 
business - as- usual dollar - a - year 
men are still in high places and op- 
pose rationing. 

In the case of fuel oil, two other

agencies enter the picture: Ickes’ 
office, Office of Petroleum Co- 
ordination, and the Office of De- 
fense Transportation, headed by 
Joseph Eastman. In the cage of 
gas, add still another agency—the 
Office of Rubber Administrator Di- 
rector William M. Jeffers. 

As Food Administrator, Secretary 


of Agriculture Claude Wickard will 


now have a great deal to say about 
rationing. But the President’s Ex- 
ecutive Order made it plain that 
Wickard's decisions would have to 
be made jointly with WPB. 

A very important place in deter- 
mining rationing and price control 
policies is occupied by former Su- 
preme Court Justice and Economic 


Stabilization Director James F. 


Byrnes.. 

The multiplicity of agencies in 
the rationing field and the division 
of authority has slowed up ration- 
ing and has resulted in some bad 
mix-ups. 

It is a fact for example, that 
Deputy Petroleum Coordinator 
Davies didn’t give OPA enough no- 
tice to work out rationing of fuel 
oil. 

Most of the attacks on OPA have, 
of course, been inspired by busi- 
ness-as- usual and defeatist ele- 
ments. The Chicago Tribune has 
been the spearhead of the drive 
against fuel rationing in the Mid- 
West. 

But even some of the legitimate 
criticism of OPA has overlooked 
the division of authority and the 
overlapping jurisdictions which 
make the centralized control plan- 
ning proposed by the Tolan-Pepper 
bill as essential in this field as in 
that of production. 

* + * 

T* is, of course, only one phase 

of the situation. And it is per- 
fectly true that OPA Administrator 
Henderson made many mistakes. 
He has been described with some 
accuracy as a bulldog with rubber 
teeth. He did not fight hard enough 
for strict price control, and he did 
not champion over-all rationing. 

Even now prominent OPA offi- 
cials have told this writer that over- 
all rationing is impractical, and 
that an item by item approach is 
the only one feasible.

On the other hand, Henderson 
and his aides did learn some im- 
portant lessons. They are now try- 
ing to develop a simpler approach 
to price control, and they do expect 
to ration more commodities than 
before. 


Perhaps most important of all, 
they are beginning to understand 
the real reason why Henderson was 
forced out. They realize that Hen- 
derson lacked the mass support 
which he needed to withstand the 
terrific attack from the business-as- 
usual and defeatist elements. It is 
a very significant fact that Hen- 
derson did ask for labor support for 
price control and rationing just be- 
fore he resigned under pressure. 

These things have been learned 
a long time ago. But some Wash- 
ington officials never learn at all, 


On the whole, OPA officials are 
in a fighting mood. They want to 
do a more effective job than they 
did in the past. And they. want 
to work more closely with the la- 
bor movement. | 


In this situation, organized labor 
has a terrific responsibility. The 
actions it takes can determine the 
future of price control and ration- 
ing, and the course to be followed 
by Senator Prentiss Brown who is 
expected to succeed Henders¢a. 

It is an unfortunate fact that the 
national office of neither the CIO 
nor the AFL have so far commented 
on the OPA crisis. At one point 
a few days ago. a joint statement 
of the CIO, the AFL and the Rail- 
road Brotherhoods was under se- 
rious consideration. But the opposi- 
tion of some AFL leaders who 
showed an alarming trade union- 
ism-as-usual approach jettisoned 
this plan. 

At the next session of Congress 
OPA, already severely hampered by 
lack of funds, will face its severest 
test. It may be crippled completely 
unless it gets necessary appropria- 
tions. 

The labor movement can put on 
a campaign which will get OPA the 
funds it needs to function. And 
labor can develop and fight for the 
policies which will end the chaos 
and confusion in price control and 
rationing. 


U.S. Can Force War Weary Finns to 
Break With Axis--But Not bya Darlan

An acute political crisis is matur- 
ing in Finland. The prospect of an- 
other winter of war is unbearable 
to the Finnish people. They are 
facing starvation far worse than 
last year. 


All attempts to get a food agree- 
ment with Nazi Germany have come 
to nought. The productivity of 
labor is rapidly declining regardless 
of all the appeals which the Social 
Democrat chieftain, Vaino Tanner 
and the Finnish Trade Union leader 
Wuori have macle to the workers 
asking more sacrifices. 


Continuation of t he war con- 
demns the Finnish people to extinc- 
tion in the interest of German 
Nazism. 

We, Finnish Americans could do 
much, even at this late date, to 
help the Finnish people change their 
course from a path that is rapidly 
leading them to catastrophe. 

But we can only do it, if Fin- 
nish Americans will stop following 
the Finnish-Nazi henéhmen in the 
name of “defending Finland,” those 
henchmen who are responsible for 
the plight of Finland today. 

The realization has grown in Fin- 
land that the Nazis are going 1 de 
defeated. 

The Mannerheim-Ryti-Tanner 
policy that tied the fate of Finland 
to the Nazi world conquest has led 
Finland to disasier. 

They are continuing this policy 
despite the fact that they must 
realize by now the utter hopeless- 
ness of their position and the im- 
possibility of an Axis victory. 


REALIZATION OF DEFEAT 


President Risto Ryti, on the oc- 
casion of the 25th Anniversary of 
the Finnish Independence on Dec. 6, 
acknowledged that “Russia was too 
large to be defeated.” 

But at the same time he appealed 
to Britain and the United States, 
who have been given such valuable 
time to arm in their fight for their 
national preservation by the gallant 
Red Army, with the outworn Nazi 
lie, to “remember” that “Germany 
has saved the western world from 
being steamrollered by tens of thou- 
saniis of Russian tanks and planes.” 

And he declared that Finland 
“will continue to fight agairist Rus- 
sia within the limits of our means.” 

The Finnish people do not want 
to continue to make sacrifices in a 
Nazi war for the r enslave- 
ment of their try to Hitler. 
Dissatisfaction has already reached 
even into government circles. 

A few days ago, one of the lead- 
ing members of the Social Demo- 
cratic Party, Welfare Minister K. A. 


Fagerholm, announced that he 
would resign from the cabinet be- 
cause he couldn’t approve of a Ger- 
man demand for the extradition 
of 40 Jewish refugees. 

This, in face of the fact that the 
Social Democratic leaders who dis- 
agreed earlier with the govern- 
ment’s policy, are today in prison 
for treagon, 


MUNICHITE BALLOONS 
During the recent weeks there 


have been numerous rumors that 


Finland is trying to get out of the 
war with the aid of the United 
States. Columnist Wm. Philip 
Simms, of the Scripps-Howard 
press who has always proved to be 
a mouthpiece for Minister Hjalmar 


Procope, and whose “analysis” of 


the Finnish question have found 
their way into. our Congressional 
records through the effort of Repre- 
sentative Bernard J. Gehrmann of 
Wisconsin, put ‘out a trial balloon 
last week on “need” of United 
States making an effort to get Fin- 
land out of the war now. 

In a round-about matter he tried 
to say that the price that Finland 
sets for such a peace would be all 
of Soviet territory she now occu- 
pies. 

It is doubtful if even those 
bourgeoise circles in Helsinki who 
are looking for a way out of the 
war are placing their price for get- 
ting out as high as Mr. Simms would 
like us to believe. 

The history of “independent” Fin- 
land has demonstrated that the 


Today there are many in Finland, 
even in the highest circles who are 
ready to condemn their former idol 
Hitler. They are alarmed, and are 
ready to scram from the Nazi ship, 
when they see its destruction ahead. 

It seems probable that they would 
be willing to get out of the war only 
to save their positions, and be able 
to continue their underhand policies 
in the future. 


APPROACHING THE PEOPLE 
In Finland would be found 


political groupings who genuinely 
recognize that the only salvation 
for Finland is to break with the 
Axis and to line up with the United 
Nations, 


There is a difference between 


such an approach which means 
mobilizing and encouraging the 
unification of all the strata of Fin- 
nish life and the policy of nego- 
tiating with a clique or grouping 
not representing the Finnish people 
at all, 

No individual circle in Finland 
should find any encouragement in 
our country for any illusion that 
they can put over a “deal” with our 
help. 

The policy of seeking to take 
Finland out of the war must be a 
United Nations policy and not a 
move by the United States alone. 

Our country can render a great 
service to the United Nations and 
the peoples of Finland in their 
struggle for national liberation from 
the yoke of the Nazis, if our policy 
would encourage the anti-Nazi and 
anti- Mannerheim forces in Fin- 
land.
